Men Making Comeback in Nursing Jobs

tion here this week 
Jordan, a native of New Or­ 
leans. became a nurse in IM? 
after leaving the Army, Now be 
is director of the School of Nurs­ 


ing and Nursing Service at Phil­ 
adelphia's Episcopal Hospital. 
•'I think it us a good profession 
for men,” Jordan said in an 
interview “ It is a good place to 
serve and make a decent living 
“ .After all. there have been 
male nurses since the beginning 
of time All nurses used to be 
men During the Crusades there 
was a religious order of men 
who went along to care for the 
sick and injured.” 
Jordan, whose wife is a teach­ 
ing nurse on the University of 
Pennsylvania faculty, estimates 
there are 5.OOO men among t h e 
nation's 
half 
million 
nurses. 


Most are in administrative work 
— directors of nursing schools 
or supervising hospital staffs. 
About being president of the 
association? 
“ I 
think they selected me 
because I could do the work and 
not because I was a man." he 
said. 
He believes more and more 
men will get into nursing Most 
schools, once all girl, now are 
coeducational. 
‘Men can help alleviate the 
current shortage of nurses," he 
said "They tend to stay on the 
job longer without interruption 
for marriage and family."

fire that wrecked its paper mill 
during the Revolutionary War 
The mil! was destroyed in 
1777. while the Courant was 
being nm by Watson s widow 
Hannah. He had died of small­ 
pox earlier that year. 
Paper was in short supply and 
British ships blocked all im­ 
ports. so Mrs Watson turned to 
the Connecticut Legislature for 
a loan to rebuild the paper mil!.

In 1836 — almost six decades

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U.S. Alliances 
In Europe Face 
Issue of Vote 


By CARL HARTMAN 
BONN. Germny (AP) — The 
future of 
America’s alliance 
with Western Europe depends 
on two elections next year — in 
France and West Gtrmany. 
The French polling date prob­ 
ably will be set for the late fall 
(rf 1965 It is expected that Pres­ 
ident Charles de Gaulle will run 
again, and he should win easily 
against any opposition now in 
sight. 
In West Germany. Chancellor 
Ludwig Erhard is already deep 
in the campaign for the election, 
also due next fall. Mayor Willy 
Brandt of West Berlin hopes to 
put him out and give West Ger­ 
many its first Socialist govern­ 
ment. 
Prosperous, and skeptical of 
any 
immediate 
war 
danger, 
both Frenchmen and West Ger­ 
mans are likely to be more 
concerned with bread-and-but­ 
ter issues than with defense or 
foreign affairs. Many also want 
to rea-ert themselves as Euro­ 
peans after 
two decades 
of 
American leadership in acrid 
affairs 
Such Europeans are ready to 
see the alliance with America 
weakened. Their leaders, how­ 
ever. know they can not get 
support for the military spend­ 
ing that would make them truly 
independent of American nu­ 
clear weapons Nor can they get 
the kind of European unity they 
would recd 
So there is a good chance that 
the next few years will see more 
pulling and hauling w ithin West­ 
ern Europe. On one side will be 
the Gaullists who want to make 
the continent as independent as 
possible 
of 
Anglo-Saxons, 
as 
they call the United States and 
Britain 
On the other will be 
leaders like Chancellor Erhard 
and Britain's Prime Minister 
Harold W ilson, who are ready tW 
accept 
American 
leadership 
though they want a stronger 
voice rn the way it is exercised 
In the West German cam­ 
paign. Erhard can expect more 
trouble over this issue from 
some of his political allies than 
from Brandt — who sees pretty 
well eye-to-eye with him. 
Erhard's ehjef foreign policy 
opponent* 
are 
ex-Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer and former 
Defense Minister Franz Josef 
Strauss, both influential mem­ 
bers of his own Christian Demo­ 
cratic 
group 
Adenauer 
and 
Strauss are working hard for 
more 
cooperation 
with 
De 
Gaulle. 
This dissension will weaken 
Erhard, and the chance for his 
party to win th e majority it ^ 
wants in Parliament. The Chris- K 
tian Democrats do not have a 
clear majority now. and it will 
be an uphill fight to get it. They 
have been hurt by the Socialist 
victory in Britain, losses in local 
elections, and setbacks on both 
foreign and home policy. 


In France, the only apparent 
chance for a change in policy 
toward America will come if De 
Gaulle decides not to run — one 
of the main rasons why he prob­ 
ably will be a candidate. Should 
he withdraw, his place on the 
ticket would most likely be tak­ 
en by Premier Georges Pompi­ 
dou. 
Pompidou does not have De 
GauUe s 
tremendous 
prestige 
and he would have more trouble 
beating 
the 
most 
prominent 
opposition candidate — Gaston 
Defferre. The odds would be on 
Pompidou, 
though. 
Deferre s 
candidacy has not caught fire. 
even in his own Socialist party, 
and the Cotnmunists may split 
his support by putting up a can­ 
didate (rf their own.
